There is an ominous sound in the 
deep-throated roar of piotest from 
German political leaders over the 
Ruhr agreement of the Western Al- 
lies. 


It is disconertingly 
reminiscent 


of the situation after World War 
One. Then a bitter Germany —de- 
feated physically but not in spirit 
— forthwith set 
about 
preparing 


for World War Two. 


She wanted revenge — territorial 


expansion — Deutschland Uber Al- 
les in a short score of years she 
had 
rearmed 
herself 
and 
she 
struck. 


It was the Ruhr which enabled 


the Hitlerized Germans to embark 
on fresh aggression. That great in- 
dustrial area, built across coal and 
Iron fields, is the heart of the na- 
tion's war potential. 


But the Ruhr is more than that. 


It is one of the keyjtones of Euro- 
pean economy. The 
well-being of 


the whole continent depends heav- 
ily on the fuel and the steel prod- 
ducts which pour out of the Ruhr 
when its mines and factories are 
working. 


Small wonder then that the Ruhr 


should become a dangerous issue 
with many angles. .Russia's cold 
war against 
the 
Western 
Allies 


having forced a division 
of Ger- 


many, the Ruhr lies wholly within 
the Western zone and so is under 
jurisdiction 
of America, 
Britain 
and France. 


The Western powers have 
two 


main problems. They must get the 
Ruhr industries going full blast in 
order to speed the economic recov- 
ery of Europe, including Western 
Germany, 
under 
the 
Marshall 


plan. At the same time they must 
prevent this potential arsenal from 
failing under C9ntrol of Germans 
who might again try to make war.

Mysterious Radio 
Signals May Be 
From the Stars 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 30 — 


(UP)— A 
California 
astronomer 


said today that mysterious radio 
signals reaching the earth 
from 


space may come from the stars. 


The scientist, Dr. Jesse L. Green- 


stein, of 
California 
Institute 
'of 
Technology, told the 80th meeting 
lot the .American Astronomical So- 
ciety at Yale University that the 
radio waves might 
be 
used 
to 


probe the dust clouds of the milky 
way. Such dust clouds, or 
"cos- 
mic static"—it has 
been 
called 


cosmic 
symphony—comes mainly 


from the central part 
of Sagit- 


tarius, where the center 
of 
the 


milky way is located, and from a 
small, but bright region 
in 
the 


constellation of Cygnus. 


Explaining 
one 
theory, 
Dr. 
Greenstein said 
that 
the 
radio 


waves may originate in the outer 
atmospheres 
of 
'stars, 
perhaps 


from a "very few peculiar stars" 
which emit a large 
fraction 
of 


their energies in radio frequencies, 
which are of much longer 
wave 


length than light.
